In this story Miss Doaglas has givea no
new ideas to the world. Judging from the
style of the parrative, and from tha wajority
of the quotations which head the chaplers,
we should imagive that ghe was a student and
admirer of what is kuown as the “spasmodio”
gehool of literature—a school which still ap-
pears to Liave a strange fascination for a cer-
tain olass of writera, although it nevar had a
healthy life; and many of the works qnoted
by Miss Donglas have almost been forgotten by
the general reader, and are only remembared
as curioities by the lit/vratour. The leadiug
characters in “‘Sydnie Adriance” do not im-
press us as stodies from life by a koen ob-
garver of men and mavpners, but rather 53 tha
reproduction of cotventional types that we
have met with frequently in a somawhat ex-
tended course of flotion reading, and which
may be traced back to Charlotte Bron . ¢'s
reaily great novel of “Jane Eyre.”
be & matter of curions speonlation to estimate
how many writera—Ilady writers espacially—
have, consciously or unconsclously, imitated
this work.

The hero of Miss Douglas’ story ia ona of
thope mysterions, unfathomable men who
meke the heroine nncomfortable by studying
her with steely grey eyes, which look loto her
very soul; who bave no sympathies with any
of the little social nothingnesses which make
life pleasant: whose cold-blooded sarcasm and
irony, which we shounld taks to bs evidencas
of bilioneness rather than high-mindednsss, are
vented on all occasions, opportunaly or inop-
portunely; and who, to his
offsnees, makes the young lady do all the
courting, and almost forces bor to pop the
question. A thoroughly dieagreeable fellow
is this 8t. John, to our fanoy, and one with
whom we would not desire to be intimately
acquainted, although he appears to be a pet
of the author, who makes her heroine finally
yield to his iofluences and throw hersell into

arown

his arma. Byduis Adrisnce, too, has an
air of mystery about her which
her friends and acquaintancez cannot

fathom, and ghe is attracted to 5t. John by an
elective aflinity which renders resistance on
her part in vain; but, taking hLer all in all, she
is a rather attractive young lady than other-
wise.

“Bydnie Adriance’ is a cleverly written
story, and in mapy respects it indicates a de-
oilded advance over the previous worka of the
sutbor. Miss Douglas, however, would pro-
duce something better entitled to commanda-
tion if she would forget her books for a while,
and endeavor to etudy the acenss and char-

acters of the bunay everyday life around her.
Thees will afford abundant subjects for the
exercise of her talents; and whatevar defioi-
encies may be exhibited in comparison with
the works of the best writers, snch stodies
will poseesa more real value than any imita-
tions Lhat she will ever be able to prodaca,

—From .John E. Potter & Co., Nos. 615 and
617 Saneom street, we have received “Mra.
Partington’s Knitting Work,”" a new edition
of a bock that achieved mo inconsideralle
amount of popularity when it was first
published several years ago. Mrs. Parling-
ton was a hit not of a season but of muny
seacons, and that she still lives, a3 garralons
and as genial an old lady as ever, we judge
from the oraonlar utterances ascribad to her
which we conlinnally meet with in the
corners of the newapapers, In the volume
before us we have the best of the
Partingtonian sayings and doings, in a conve-
nient ehape for reference; and open it where
we will, there can be found something to raise
a pleasant smile and to amuse an odd half
hour or go, such a3 comes to the busiest men

in the midst of the busiast seasons, sometimas.
The book is illustrated by Hoppin's designs,
which admirably hit ofl the different clhar-
acters.

~—The same house gends us ‘‘Five Handrad
Employments Adapted to Women,” by Vir-
ginia Penny, The question of women's work
and wages ig increasing in importance every
day, and anything that is likely to open new
flelds of remumerative employment to the
wealker pex is worthy of enconragement. Miss
Penny has given a list of industrial pursuits
in which women have been, are, or might

be engaged, with estimates of the
rates of wages, Many of the employ
ments indicated are wmot likely to

be adopted by women except in rare in-
stances, but it was just a2 well to make the
list as full sa possible, if for no other reason
than to encourage the despairing by showing
what women have done already in oconpations
many of which are generally supposed to be
monopelized by men. The estimates of wage$
are based on ante-bellum rates, and are
not, therefore, aljozether reliable at the
pregent  time; but the book will,
we think, aflord some mseful hints
to those women who are anxieus to find some
honorable and remunerative means of earning
theirownliviog. Thenecessity forthethorough
education of women in the branches of indna-
try which they may be disposed to adopt
should be insigted upon in all works of this
kind and in all essays on this sabjeot, for
without such eduostion the women-workers
will always compere with the men at a disad-
vantage.

At this place there was a large slave
mart, The strangers were at firal received
with friendchip, but the slave tradders soon
incited the natives to Lostilities against tham.
In November, 1820, they were attacked by
1000 of these pavages. Oualy 30 strong, they
pucoeeded in repulsivg thia formidable vand.
They afterwards succ+ssfully warded ofl the
attack of a still more pumerous force. Tos
Africans, incited by the slave traders,
then called on  Kivg Bosun, the most
powerful chief of that region, to coms
down apd assist them, He ocame down
to the coast, but as they conld not satiafy him
that the Americaus had done them any iujnry,
he refuged to interfere, It may be remarked
that thesister of this wonarch was one of the
first converts to Christianity, The colonists
did not for several yeara set up an independesnt
government, but, at length; difficulties having
arisen out of the refu-al of British traders to
pay daties on geods imported into the terri-
tory which the volonists had bought, the con-
pection between Liberia aud the Awmerican
Colouvization SBoclety wans gevered, and the Re-
public of liberia established a Government,
which has been recognized by fonrteen of the
nations of the civilized world. The four
ohjecta of the originators of tha enterprise
bave not proved to bis visionary, Liberia did
aud still doee faruish an asylom for any who

choose to avall themselves of its ad-
vantsges, It has shown the oapacity
of the Afrfcan race for sell-govern-
ment. It has been ellicient in repress-

ing the slave traffic. Years ago the (iovern-
went broke up all the barracoons along its
six hupdred miles of coast, and has never
allowed any to be established there since, It
has had at least some civilizing inflaences,
More than two thonsand slaves taken out of
the holds of slave ships have been taught the
arts of civilized life and tarmed into good
citizens. Moreover, tha chiefs and head men
of the surrounding tribes are now auxions to
geud their children, that they may grow up
under the civilizing iolluences of the Charistian
republic. Although thess chiefs have nothing
to pay, the people of Liberla reccive thair
chitldren, aud hundreds of them are constautly
residing among their more cultivated brethren,
As to religion, though there are but two or
three white missionaries, thers are hetwaen 40
and 00 churches, nearly hall of which are
Methodist,

The Rev. John Skis, Amaerican Minister,
regident and Consnl-tieneral to Liberia, fol-
lowed President Roberts, and gave a very in-
teresting acconnt of the progress of religion
among the native Africans, Of tha fonr Pre-
sidents of Lileria, three have been Mathodist s
and two Methodist clergymen, The Mathodist
Bishop of Liberia is a brother of Prasident
Roberts. Over fonr hupdred converts fromn
the vatives have been made by the Methodist
Churcl alons, three huodred of whom are st

| present full mewbers of that commuanion,

In regponse to ingniries, President Robarts
stated that Liberia was deficient in the means
They had some well-edaoated
men amopg them, but there was such a defl-
ciancy of capital a8 to make it impossible for
their college and schiools to meet all ths de-
mands which were made npon them. As the
richest chief was he who had tha greatust
number of wives and slaves, and the natives
were utterly barbarous, the Liberians were
obliged to take the children which were ssnt
to them and bring them up for nothing, aud
he was sorry to say that in some cases they
had been obliged to refuse applications. The
oollege, of which Mr. Roberts is mow the
President, had a grand field, but was ham-
pered by poverty. The population of Libaria
was gtated by President Robarta to be about
600,000, of whom from 15,000 to 15,000 were
Awerican negroes. IL is extremsly to be re-
gretted thst the nunfavorable weather pre-
vented a full attendance at this interesting
meetivg.

smonnt I obtained for it, chargiog, as I inva-
riably do, no more than the cost of print,
paper, and traneeript—nay, in not a few in-
stances, haviog had the transeripts made
geveral years sgo, I willingly made them a
precent Lo my frieuds; so that, in fact, in those
instances they paid merely for print and

smr.?!

Mr, Collier describea his financial difficulties,
and adds that it was his intention to follow up
the ‘‘ Bloe Beries'’ of the anclent Eoglish
poetical migcellanies by a reprint of Church-
yard’s * Chippes,'" (an author who began
writing in the reign of Edward VI, and con-
tinned to write until after James I had as-
cended the throns.) For the same pecuniary
reason he is unable to give the singular “'fiyt-
fng"” between Churchyard and Camell, of the
conclusion of which he is in possession of the
sole existing copy; and his Intended reproduc-
tion of the original editions of the works of
such great poels as Daniel, Drayton, Chap-
man, Marston, eto., must also be rollnquiuhng.

EfGLISH MORALITY IN CHIYA,

Chinese Gambling-MMouses Favmed Ont,

A ourions moral oblignity in the admiois-
tration of the looal Huglish Governmsnt at
Hong-Koog 18 revealed in a recent memorial
presented to the Duake of Baokingham by tha
Indian Committes of the Britvish Assgocistion
for the Promotion of Sooisl Sclenos.

This meworial s long and miuvate, bat the
main facte presented are these: —

‘It appeers from the papers prasented in
March last, by the (acen's comwmand, that
the loeal authorities in Heligoland had, ab
ditferent times in the yeara 1865, 1867, and
1808, granted or confirmed to two common
gnbliog-house keepers in sucoession (ustivey
of Fraukiort and Cassel), in consideration of
the yearly payment of eight thousaud thalers
tn—apd subject to ke approval ol-—-her
Mujesty's Government, the privilega of the
gambling establishment, or exclusive right to

lthe gamed “‘. bezard dn the G0 (sland
of Heligoland, wil Jauaary 1, 1871
that those concesslons are still in  fall
operation; that the local authoritiss in the

other colony, that of Hong Kong, had, so
recently as the summer of 1566, taken upon
themselves to pasa an ‘ordinance,’ by whioh
all existiog laws in restraint of public gnmiog
there were to be deemed repealed, and they
thewselves enabled ‘from time to time to
frame and pass such rules, regulations, and
oonditions as might be desmad expadisnt for
the better limitation and control of gaming in
that colony;’ that those provisions have besen
acted on ever sinee, and with such eflech that
there are now existing at Hong Kong, nnder
the royal license, twelve pablic gamiog-honsas,
maneged by & gamblivg firm, out of ths pro-
fita whereof a =um of nearly two hundred
thounsand dol'ars yearly is received by the
loeal anthorities.”

The memorial goes on to represent that
“with respect to Hong Koog ths Gaming
Farm appears to have been carried into effeot
by the local anthorities after her Maujesty’s
Imperial Governmsnt had c'early expressad
their disapproval of it, and their determina-
tion not to accept a revenne raiged by sach
means; fusomuch that gince the snmmer of
15G6, when the first ordinance was passed,
the farmu had been oreated by the looal
anthorities, put up by them to sale, and
granted to the highest bidder; the yearly
consideration money received in advance from
the farmer, and, as already mentioned, twelve
licemeed gambling-honees were set up by him,
anvd brought into active speration amongst the
mixed commnnity of less than one hnndred
and eighteen thousand inhabitants of both
gexes and of all ages, by whom that littls and
upproductive island is already over-psopled,
an‘f\xhere gembling was previously konown
only as a erimne both by Chioese aud by Bri-
tigh lawa."

Finally, the memorial makes the following
gtatements, which &re corroborated by doou-
wents acoompanying the petition itsell: —

“(1.) That neither the Chinese laws and
nsages, ner the local ordinances against gam-
bling, have ever been fairly pat into exacu-
tion, vor revized with that intention; and that,
on the contrary, one most excellent ordinance
(No. 6 of 1857) for improving within Hong
Kong the Chinese law of the tithing, and han-
dred, and the frank-pledge, which in China
have always been fonud quite suflivient for the
entire gnppression of the practice, was naver
put in force atall from the time of its enaut-
ment until that of its repeal. (2.) That in
some respects the first ordinance relating to
garmbling was so ill-planned as to make it diffi-
enlt for any prosecutoer to obtain a conviction.
(. That the present governor has raported
that when he came to the colony two y=ars ago
the local police were the least effuotive and
most corrupt body of police whom he had ever
geen. (4.) That their pay being very scanty,
and the nomioal part of the informer in the
mnlet levied on gamblers not being allowed to
police informers at Hong Kong, they wera the
more open to the bribes which the gambling
Lonses oflered,””

The petition concludes with the naual prayer
for the reform of these abnees,

In the course of this docunment, morsover,
occurs the following paragraphb, which revealz
the fact that the gambling licenses are not the
only nor even the worsl features of the Brit-
ish Government in China. The pstitioners
say that ‘‘they cannot oconclude these last
obgervations without deploring that the
Queen’s ganclion was ever given to the two
precedents which appear to be relied on in
favor of the Gambling Farm, that s to say,
the DBrothels Lincense act of 1857, and the
Opinm Shops Farm of 15568, messures to
which the objections are go patent as to need
no expogition here. And they are pained to
gee that the great spread during the year 1567
of the debanchery, or, as it I8 callad, ‘the
trade of the Opinm Farm,” is even madea
snbject of gratnlation in the Registrar-Gene-
ral’s report for that year already cited.”
